(Previously Presented) The kit of claim wherein said at least a second anti-cancer 
agent kills tumor cells of said tumor or is an anti-angiogenic agent that inhibits metastasis of 
tumor cells. 

^ (Previously Presented) The kit of claim ^ wherein said at least a second anti-cancer 
agent is an anti-tumor cell immunoconjugate, a chemotherapeutic agent or an anti-angiogenic 
agent. 
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
